L. T. Philpot, Stockyards Employe 
and Officer, Kills James Wil- 
liams in Self-Defense. 


Lee T. Philpot, an employe at the Na- 
tional Stock Yards, Hast St. Louis, and a 


suffering severely Friday from the long 
knife wound received when he placed 
James Williams, a negro, under arrest at 
the atock yards Thursday evening. 

Williams lay dead with a bullet through 
his head In lew than a mimute after he 
had slashed Philpot. 

The negro’s body was removed to the 
town hall at Brooklyn, where Coroner 
McCracken held an inquest Friday. Phil- 
pot was taken to St. Mary’s Hospital for 
treatment. 

Philpot and M. E. Singleton, president of# 
the East St. Louis Cotton Oil Co., for 
which company Philpot is superintendent 
of cattle, both declare that the killing was 
in self-defense. Philpot has had much 
trouble of late with negroes: about the 
stock yards, and when he arrested Wil- 
liams in an attempt to quiet a disorder] 
crowd of blacks, the prisoner made a vi- 
cious attack upon him. 

Philpot, a native Kentuckian, has gone 
through many thrilling experiences in 
his comparatively short life. Not the 
least of these was hig treatment at the 
hands of the bank robbers who looted 
the vault of the National Stockyards 
Bank two years 0. He wads on duty 
as a watchman when the robbers way- 
laid and beat him) into submission, then 
binding, gagging/ him and laying him 
upon the bank floor while they’ blew 
open the safe and stole its contents. 
Philpot, badly wounded, cut the strings 
which bound him with his teeth and 
then gave the alarm. though the rob- 
bers had gotten away. 

Philpot is president of Camp McKin- 
ley, service men of the Spanish war. He 
is considered a dead shot with either 
rifie or revolver and is known as a fear- 
less man. 

Philpot was one of Roosgevelt’s Rough 
Riders during the Spanish-American 
war.

RAIN TURNED TO SLEET 
AND THE SLEET To SNOW. 


The fall of temperature which gave warn- 
ing of the snow commenced ‘at daylight yes- 
terday. All day the mercury dropped, one, 
two, three degrees an hour, -until at night 
the intermittent rain was changed to sleet, 
mud began to stiffen with cold and a par- 
tial foundation was formed for the snow. 

The change from the icy sleet, which did 
not carry much of the sting of winter with 
it, was gradual. At midnight theatergoers 
reaching home found the sidewalks be- 
ginning to wear a gilstening coat that ind 
cates bad walking for. morning, should the 
temperature fall rapidly and ice become 
firm. 

Early this morning men who have to 
leave their beds for a morning's work that 
commences long before the average citizen 
is sleeping lightly, they reached the owl 
ears covered with a light dusting of fine 
snowflakes. 

The flakes were small and soon turned 
to water if not shaken off, but by the time 
they reached their destinations the mud, 
with its slight coating of ice, was covered 
with flakes. 

At 3 o'clock there was an inch of damp 
snow on the ground. The flakes were firmer 
and were coming faster. The ice coating 
under the snow had softened until there 
was little danger of slipping. 

At 5 o'clock. the air was filled with the 
gently whirling particles that fell more rap- 
idly than at any time during the winter. 

While there was’no wind, there was not 
a crevice that escaped the coating, and so 
light were the flakes that, when released 
by the light breeze, they fell into protécted 
doorways and close by his walls. 

By this time the snow had gained a depth 
that was causing owl cars some trouble at 
the switches. The snow was of the kind 
that brings real pleasure to a boy, being 
damp enough to pack into snowballs and 
light enough to be shaken from the shoes 
before balls formed on the soles of the 
shoes impeded walking.

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snowfall. Down came the flakes in suf- 
ficient numbers to weaken the usual ef- 
fect of the morning light, in spit of the 
added brilliance of the splendid reflection 
‘from the earth's coating. 

Umbrellas were brought into use, and, 
while they were acceptable because cf the 
light wind, they did not furnish the ideal 
protection as the lightly drifting flakes 
floated under them to the pedestrian’s face 
and on his clothing. 

It was a white carnival of merry-mak- 
ing snowflakes to furnish decorations on 
bulldings, trees and the earth, adding 
greatly to the pleasure of the slow-moving 
school children with time to snowball each 
other. 

The uncomfortable feature was the slow 
movements of the street cars, as even the 
rotary snowplows could not clear the 
tracks rapidly en ough. Schedules were 


dropped and cars made the trips a thalf the 
usual speed. 


GALE BEATS “ICE YACHT” 
WELL OUT OF ITS COURSE. 


A “human ice yacht” “was the unwilling 
source of much amusement at Olive and 
Seventh streets Friday morning. The “‘ice 
yacht’ was built on broad, heavy lines and 
carried two signs swung over his shoulders 
advertising the benefits of certain medical 
treatment.
